The Bug ordinance pending before 
the Board of Supervisors, and which 
was presented in full by the Truss yes- 
- terday, is what may be termed a strong 
measure. That, however, should not 
be accounted a fault, [If it were not 


ordinance provides: 

1. For a county board of hortioul- 
tural commissioners, and inspectors to 
be appointed by them. 

2. Thie board is aathorized to cause 
the inspection of any Orchard. vineyard 
or premises whatever complained of, 
and if found to be infected with scale or 
Other contagious * 

3. The board condemn such 
orchard or other ises as a nuisance 
aud cause its t. 
©4 The nuisance can be abated either 
by the disinfection of trees aud vines or 
by their total destruction if the latter 
course is the only means of eradicating 
the pest. , 

5. The property owner, upon receiv- 
ing notice that his trees or vines are in- 
tested, is first given an opportunity to 
remedy the evil according to approved 
methods; if he fails to do this 

6. The board has the right to cause 
such disinfection, and the expenses 
therefor become a lien upon the prop- 
erty. 

These measures are in accordance 
with the general provisions of the State 
law on this subject, and are virtually 
‘a re-enactment of that law with special 
application to our county. On the face 
of the ordinance, it seems a hard meas- 
ure. The placiog of absolute powers 
of condemnation in the hands of a board 
of public officials is like conscription 
against the fruit-growers. But in reality 
this is their only hope of safety. The 
bug pest must be grappled by the 
strong arm of the law if we would 
hope to overcome it. No desaltory, 
hap-hazard efforts on the part of indi- 
viduals, or even associations of individ- 
uals, will meet the emergency. For 
the public weal we must compel men to 
make individual sacrifices, provided 
they will uot make such sacrifices will- 
ingly. The individual damage is more 
apparent than real. In fact, it will re- 
dound as a great benefit, for the pres- 
ence of the insect pest means ruin, and 
ite abatement will bring continued
